Charity was reſtored, in its primitive Pu- 
rity, along with the Reformation of the Religion, 
in which it was originally founded. For as the 
Spirit of it had not been extinguiſhed, but groſiy 

miſapplied, that Spirit naturally returned to its 
proper Channel, when the Superſtition, which had 
_ Uverted it, was exploded.  'The few truly chari- 
table Proviſions we ſee in Popiſh Countries. ſhew 


indeed the Power of the goſpel, amidſt the Cor- 


ruptions of it, but they exhibit at the ſame time 
the Effect of thoſe: — — if we conſider 
how large a proportion of the Spirit of Charity 
is intercepted by the Demands of uſeleſs aſſumed 
Poverty. Amongſt us, national Induſtry and 
Wealth, which were the Conſequence of depriving 
the Idle and Inactive of their Suhſiſtence, ſoon 
ſupplied the more rational Charity of Proteſtants, 
with more abundant means of providing Places of 
Refuge for thoſe who are un zavoidably Poor and In- 
fum : Effects of Wealth, which the "meaſures of 
mere Human Policy would have been too feeble to 
produce, which it certainly wasnotfagaciousengugh = 
to foreſee, elſe theſe Inſtitutions muſt have been of 
a much earlier date.

HOUGH the Riſe, Progreſs, and Succeſs of this Cha- 
rity is now ſo well known, at leaft to the Inhabitants 
of London and Wiſtminſter, that any Introduction to 
=> the Account thereof annually publiſfied, may ſeem un- 
| neceſſary ; yet as this may fall into the Hands of ſeveral Chari- 
table and Well-difpoſed Perſons, who have either not heard of 
it, or have not been acquainted with the Methods, by which it 
was firſt promoted, and has, for many Years, been fuccefsfully 
carried on, it is thought proper to inform them 
Ta in the Year 1719 ſeveral well-diſpoſed Gentlemen, 
deſirous to lay the Foundation of a moſt Beneficent and Exten- 
ſive Charity, viz.
